quering an 1 being conquered. The o it- 
come appears after all. no matter what 
the liberalising tendencies may have 
been, to 'iave been favorable to cne 
government. In spite of all the c?.ar 
Is still on his throne, Count Witte i& 
still his ilrst minister and enough ot 
the army is faithful to him to give nim 
command of the situation at ail events 
in St. Petersburg and in Moscow.

the first minister of Russia, is even 
willing to comment upon the situation 
as it exists, in answer to questuus 
recently, he said:

Press of Switzerland TJp in Arms 


Against the Curse of the

Absinthe drinking Is the curse of 


French Switzerland, and crimes 
by 


absinthe drunkards 
have 
been 
so 


alarmingly frequent of late that the 
Swiss press has started 
a 
crusade 


against the sale of the liquor., 


In the cantous of Vaud and Geneva 


over 100,000 signatures have been ob- 
tained to a petition urging the gov- 
ernment to suppress the absinthe dis- 
tilleries. During the last few months 
a series of murders and attempts at 
murder have been traced to peraoni 
who are confirmed absinthe drinkers, 
and who committed the crimes while 
under the influence of the liquor. 


Most of the absinthe sold in small 


cafes at a penny a large wineglassful 
is made from chemicals and raw alco- 
hol, and this is the stuff drunk by the 
poor, for the reason that it Is cheaper 
than wine or beer. 
Good absinthe is 


of the same price as good whisky, but 
little of this is found in this country, 
as the greater part is exported 
to 


France and Belgium. 


The canton of Neuchatel depends 


upon its revenue on 
the make 
and 


sale of absinthe, and from this quar- 
ter there is much opposition to the 
crusade. 
Not only the men, but the 


women and, to a less extent, girls and 
boys have developed the habit of ab- 
sinthe drinking, which threatens to 
sap the manhood of the Swiss and the 
French cantons.

dispatch recently sent out 
from 


Washington: 


'-'According to official information 


received in this city, 
Italian 
anar- 


chists are arriving 
in the 
United 


States in great numbers at both Pa- 
cific and Atlantic seaports. 
The 


diplomatic represenatives of 
the 


Italian government have brought the 
matter to the attention of the United 
States. Through these representa- 
tives at San Francisco and Baltimore 
the immigration officials have been 
advised ot the recent landing* of a- 
number of anarchits from Italy. Bal- 
timore, it is said, is rapidly becom- 
ing an anarchistic center. The Ital- 
ian consuls are engaged with a view 
to finding these men, and it is said 
that very shortly there will be placed 
in Hhe hands of the immigration au- 
thorities sufficient data \ipon which 
to make many arrests." 
~~~No more powerful text for a ser- 
mon on the restriction of immigration 
co»ld be found than that embodied in 
the foregoing dspatch. In a lew lines 
of type, a warning is sounded which 
the American people will do well to- 
heed. 


This country has received in the 


past five years probably millions of 
emigrants of tbe 
most undesirable 


class. Not all of these 
immigrants 


were Italians by any means. Many of 
them were Russians, bringing to Am- 
erica the Nihilistic idelis horn of op- 
pression in their own country. Many 
others were Poles, intoxicated by Am- 
erican freedom o£ speech and thought 
and as likely to make good citizens as 
a cabin boy to make an efficient cap- 
tain of an ocean liner. Still others 
were Hungarians and men and wom- 
en from other countries of southeast- 
ern Europe, none of them the sort of 
people likely to benefit the United 
States by their presence. 


These strictures do not apply to all 


Italians, all Poles, all Rus-sians or all 
Hungarians. It is, nevertheless, to 
be doubted, if among any of these 
people, the Italians excepted, the pro- 
portion of desirable newcomers 
has 


ever been greater than one in twen- 
ty.

nnd thrown into the sea, A few years 
later, however, the road was iccoa- 
structed. Its control was taken over 
from the Chinese Imperial Railway 
administration and invested in

Board of Commissioners of the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Railway in 1905. 


The United States and China, the 


two gieat continental countries lying 
in the temperate zone, are both ideal 
lands for gigantic systems of rail- 
ways, but while the former has oae 
mil-a of railway for every 360 inhab- 
itants, China has about a mile for 
every 130,000 
inhabitants.

stated in 1900 that there were 30.000 
miles cf railway in Asia, two-thirds 
of which belonged to British India. 


The Trans-Caspian and Trans-Sibe- 


lian Railway accounted then in its un- 
finished state for 3,200 miles. Japan 
had 3,200 miles, French Indo-China, 
120 miles; but in Cochin China. An- 
nam and Tonkin they were soon to 
have 2,400 miles; Java had 1,000 mile?; 
Turkey, in Asia, 1.500 miles finished 
and GOO projected or under construc- 
tion, and Russia was to join Astra- 
khan to the genera! Russian railway 
system, while China at that tinw had 
only 300 miles completed and owned 
by the government, which it was stat- 
ed v--ere very remunerative, and Ba- | 
lopean syndicates had obtained con- 
cessions for 3,60u miles of railway in 
China, the construction of which is 
already well advanced. 
These 
wiu 


traverse legions rich in mineral and 
agriculuiial products. 


The splendid waterways afford great 


facilities for transit, and China is bet- 
ter supplied with waterways, both nat- 
ural and artificial, 
than any other 


country in the world, except, perhaps, 
Holland, but away from them carriage 
by land is often expensive. It soine- 
tirr.fes costs fifty cents per ton per mile 
to take coal by land in China, while 
in Gieat Britain the (ost is fiom oae 
to two cents a mile a ton, and in tne 
United States half a cent fcr the same 
distance.

In some of the experiments con- 


ducted abroad galvatrzed ircn rods 
were set about a growing field cf grain, 
vegetables or berries as distributors 
ot current. 


The galvanized iron conductois were 


connected by wires with the source 
of current and th-c supply regulated 
by conditions of the atmosphere, tne

Field experiments in elec- 


trifying grain have shown as high as 
85 p<:r cent, inclease in growth over 
grain not so treated. 


Other experiments frequently show- 


ed 45 to 55 per cent, increase fcr giain 
and D5 per cent, for raspberries. Feas 
freely watered iucieased 75 per cent. 
with electric aid, while peas not water- 
ed did better without el'ciric current.
